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Chou et al. meets all of the claim limitations. Applicants 1 example of assuming high word scores for "there", "their" and "they're" is 
incorrect. If each of the three words were a possible interpretation of speech, then each would have a lower word score for confidence 
data because each would be equally likely. If only one word were likely, the score might be 90%, but if all three words were equally 
likely, then the score for each might only be 30%. 

Generally the concept of confusability in speech recognition is well known in the art to involve confusion between letters. Specifically, 
letters including V and "p", or "d" and T, are commonly confused by speech recognition systems over a telephone line, or even during 
normal conversation. Thus, Chou et al. seeks to integrate knowledge about confusability between letters and a confidence value for a 
word to generate an overall score, Applicants' claimed similarity measure, that combines these two components to improve speech 
recognition. 
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
